here and there, maybe, to state 
with greater elaboration some 
idea which the limitations I have 
thought fit to accept in fiction 
and in the drama have only al- 
lowed me to hint at.” If you 
have read this, you know it is a 
quotation from Somerset Mau- 
gham’s new book, “The Sum- 
ming Up”. 

‘This is not an autobiography 
of this brilliant author’s life, but 
a summing up of his ideas—why 
he thinks as he does. Part of 
his autobiography, the external 
part, has been told according to 
the author himself, in his novel, 
“Of Human Bondage.” In this 
new book he tells his inner 
thoughts, as many as he feels he 
wants the reader to know. He 
tells the effect of the great men 
of the past on his style and 
method of approach. He says 
that he was a follower of Dry- 
den, Johnson, and all the rest 
until he realized that they wrote 
life as they wanted it to be, not 
as it really was. 

According to Maugham, his 
viewpoint on life is largely due 
to the fact that as a young man 
he was a medical student of Lon- 
don. In his interneship, he was 
assigned to the slum district, 
where he saw life without pre- 
tense, without glory, life as it 
really is and human nature at 
both it’s best and worst. 

At 65, Mr. Maugham is writing 
this unusual book, because he 
has promised himself that he 
would do it before he died. He 
intends to continue writing un- 
til there is nothing left to write 
about or until he dies.

Frosh Trackmen 


Hopelessly outclassed by a 
powerful University of Califor- 
nia frosh team, the combined 
‘ forces of Marin, Salinas, and San 
Francisco Junior Colleges were 
overwhelmed by a score of 111 
to 37, in a meet held Saturday at 
Edward’s Field, Berkeley. Santa 
Rosa J. C., which was supposed 
to be included in the jaysee com- 
bination, failed to send a team. 

The frosh spikesters, weight 
men ,and jumpers made clean 
sweeps in many events and 
showed the effects of plenty of 
training on a good track under 
favorable conditions. 

Milton La Franchi, the Pan- 
ther’s ace sprinter, although. get- 
ting a poor start in the 100 yard 
dash, managed to finish in third 
place behind two Cub men. The 
time of the winner was: ten 
seconds flat. 

Standlee Greening placed 
fourth in the 440-yard dash, 
which was run in 52.8 seconds. 

Bill Paine, the Panther’s only 
hurdler, took a fourth in the 120 
yard high hurdles, which were 
run in 16.2. " 

Harold Vorheis was the only 
weight man who was able to 
place for Salinas with a fourth 
in the discus. 

Gordon Bain, the iron man of 
the Panther squad, took part in 
the broadjump, the javelin throw 
and the pole vault. He tied for 
a fourth in the pole vault. Al- 
though -tossing the spear for the 
first time, Bain had a heave of 
167 feet and with some practice 
should develop into a fine jave- 
lin man. 

Other Salinas Jaysee competi- 
tors, although unable to place, ran 
some fine races, with Bill Giles 
running 2:04 in a fast 880 run. 

The Panthers took a total of 
S4¢-points from the four places 
that were awarded. 

Outstanding performances were 
seen in the javelin throw, which 
found White, of the U. C. frosh, 
tossing the spear 200 feet, three 
inches; in the 200-yard dash, 
Otto, of California, ran it in 21:8. 

The only first place won by 
the Jayseers was in the 120-yard 
high: hurdles, won by a Marin 
man. : 

Gordon Stewart, of the Pan- 
ther squad, was so pleased with 
the track that he decided to 
spend the night in Berkeley and 
was left behind.
